GOV. SLATON’S MESSAGE 
WILL BE READ TODAY 


Persons to Lead Senate, 
Burwell and Sheppard 
After Speakership. of 
House—Busy Session Is 
Forecast. 


From Rabun Gap to Tybee Light— 
we'll hear it again before the session's 
over—they are here. The Georgia leg- 
islators have foregathered for the reg- 
ular annual session of the general as- 
sembly, which meets this morning and 
holds forth through (fifty sweltering 
days to settle the destinies of the com- 
monwealth and guide the ship of state. 

In ones and twos the representatives 
and senators began to arrive as early 
as last Saturday. ‘very train since 
has brought more. On Tuesday familiar 
faces from south Georgia and the hills 
of the north enlivemed the statehouse 
corridors, and last night the old line 
of talk startled the lobbies of the Kim- 
ball house from a year’s slumber. 

Janitors were busy sweeping and 
dusting in the senate and house cham- 
bers on Tuesday and all details are ar- 
ranged for organizing this morning 

Convenes at 10 A. M. Today. 

The legislature will convene 
o'clock. 

The house will be called to order by 
Clerk John T. Boifeulllet, who will pre- 
side over the-eléction of the speaker. 

The senate, owing to the death of 
Charles S. Northen, secretary, will be 
ealled to order by Assistant Secretary 
Cc. P. Hansell, who will preside until 
the election of the president. 

For the speakership there are two 
candidates, and if the claim of votes 
promised to them should. hold good 
there is likely to be a warm contest. 

tepresentative W. H. Burwell, . of 
Hancock, speaker of the last house, 
announced early his candidacy for the 
speakership of this house. Representa- 
ttve J. E. Sheppard, of Sumter county, 
who is backed by the prohibitionists, 
announced a few weeks ago in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Burwell. y 

Warm Speakership Fight. 

The iseue between the two candi- 
dates is that of the method of form- 
ing the rules committee, Mr. Burwell 
standince for appointment by the 
speaker and Mr. Sheppard standing 
for election by the house. 

The claims of the two candidates as 
to votes are rather conflicting. 

At Mr. Burwell’s headquarters it 
claimed that he has 153 votes pledged 
in writine and his managers offer to 
show them to all who caré to read. 
The Burwell headquarters also ciaim 
the possiblity of half a dozen or more 
votes extra. 

Meanwhile the Sheppard 
ters are claiming 120 probable 
with 103 sure. 

It takes but $4 votes to elect. This 
mornineg’s ballot will tell the story. 

Persons President of Senate. 

For the presidency of the senate 
Senator G. Ogden Persons, of Forsyth, 
representing the twenty-second dis- 
trict, is candidate without opposition 
Mr. Persons has many friends in both 
houses and about the state generally 
who will be glad to see him the pre- 
siding officer of the senate. 

For the place of speaker pro tem. 
there are two candidates. They are C. 
FE. Stewart, of Coffee. and Robert Le- 
Suer, of Crawford. PD. R. Bullard, 
CampBell, who had been mentioned ag 
candidate, on Monday stated that he 
will not allow his name to be used as 
candidate for the reason that he 
would not have time properly to at- 
tend totheduties ofapeaker pro tem. 
if elected. He will throw his support 
to Mr. LeSuer. 

D. F. McClatchey, reading clerk of 
the house, will be elected secretary of 
the senate to succeed the late Mr 
Northen. He has already announced his 
staff as that of the former secretary. 

- Mr. Boifeuillet has not yet announcea 
whom he will name as successor to Mr. 
McClatchey as reading clerk of the 
house. Except for this office, his staff 
of dast session will remain the same.

A contract was made by 
of education yesterday afternoon 
Thomas J. and Albert L. Day for the 
erection of a four-story building on 
South Pryor street, between Trinity 
avenue and Mitchell street, for the 
joint use of the Girls’ Commercial High 
and the business branch of the 
Boys’ High school. 

The question of the co-education of 
the boys and girls in the high schools 
was previously settled the board 
adopting a regolution declaring that as 
a principle the board was in favor of 
co-education., 

A resolution was adopted consolidat- 
ing the Girls’ Commercial High school 
and the Boys’ Business High school. 

Then the formal motion to contract 
for the Day building was adopted. 

The New High School Huillding. 

The new school building will occupy 
the lot on which was the old home of 
Bishop Beckwith. It will be four 
stories high and will contain on the 
gsround floor the necessary administra- 
tion offices for the board of education, 
and on the other three floors twenty- 
one class rooms. In the rear of the 
maiw building there will be an audi- 
torium 60x70 feet. All the class rooms 
will have an outside frontage. 

The building will be’ fire-proof and 
constructed of reinforced concrete with 
a veneer of pressed brick, and will cost 
$40,000. 

The class rooms will seat about 
forty-five pupils each, making the total 
number to be accommodated about 945. 

Under the contract the building ts to 
be finished by October, the contractor 
to forfeit $5 a day with the rental for 
each day thereafter, if the building is 
not ready. 

The city is to pay a rental of $5,400 
a vear.

A Fight Was Made. 

The contract was not let nor was 
co-education agreed upon without a 
fight in the board. 

Those who opposed the measure were 
W. H. Terrell and Alderman Armistead. 
They contended that such a building 
was unnecessary and that co-education 
was not a good thing for either the 
boys or the girls. They took the posi- 
tion that an annex could be bullt to 
the Crew street grammar school for 
$6,000 for the Girls’ Commercial school, 
and the boys’ business class could be 
taken care of in the Boys’ High school 
building by using the basement. 

Mr. Terrell said that he did not be- 
lieve tn making experiments with the 
schools and added: 

“Changes are innovations and inno- 
vations make the road to hell.” 

Dan Green said that he had always 
been in favor of co-education under 
favorable conditions. 

“I believe that the Day building will 
make favorable conditions,” he stated, 
“and I know that the city will make 
a wise investment.’ 

What City Will Save. 

President Guinn: said that the city 
would save the $16,000 appropriated for 
annexes to the Crew street school and 
the Boys’ High school in addition to 
the $2,200 a year for the salaries of 
two teachers. i 

Mr. Green sald: “We will also gain 
a whole grammar school, because we 
can use the present annex to the Crew 
street school, occupied by, the Girls’ 
Commercial school, for the children now 
going to the Bell street school and use 
the Bell street school for negro chil- 
dren. We can let the Girls’ Night 
school use the new Day building and 
thereby save another $90 a month. The 
Boys’ Night school can also use the 
Bame building.’’ 

He figured that the city could save 
fully $12,500 and pay out only $5,400 
for rent. 

Aldine Chamners said it was the duty 
of the board of education to act for the 
best interests of the children from an 
educational standpoint. 

“Talking about experiments,” he said, 
“the world advances by experimenting.” 
Nearly every city of Atlanta’s size in 
the country has co-education and it has 
proved a great success,”

It. seemed to be 
“Lanford night,” but the chief of po- 
lice is promised rough-sledding at next 
Friday night’s meeting, when the com- 
mittee will take up the merits of the 
probe-report of the investigwatinge com- 
mittee, which declared that vice was 
scattered all over Atlanta.

day night, lasted from 8 o'clock until 
12:15 The large number of 
witnesses in the Lanford trial required 
the larger part of this time in giving 
their testimony. Officer after officer 
testified that there was “real feeling 
and friction” existing between the unil- 
form police and the dete@tive depart- 
ment, and mud-slinging was freely in- 
dulged in by the police and detectives 

Charged Information Leaked. 

An effort was made by Attorney 
Hewlett, for Lanford, to intimate that 
Roberts was letting information con- 
cerning new arrests leak from the sta- 
tion sergeant’s office by furnishing 
cards on which names of. new pris- 
oners was written to Attorney C. P. 
Sims, who has an extensive police court 
practice, 

Members of the commission expressed 
themselves as believing that Roberts 
was responsible for the “leak of infor- 
mation,” it being inferred by the coun- 
sel for Lanford that the ecards to Sims 
were in Roberts’ handwriting, until At- 
torney Sims appeared on the witness 
stand cm eye rse that the cards’were 
“nothin ore than records of all cases, 
both jail and police station cases, that 
he handled, and that the handwriting 
was his own.” 

Sergeant Roberts and Assistant Ser- 
geant Neely both testified that no sta- 
tion sergeant or any call officer of the 
Station sergeant’s office had written 
the cards. 

Attorney Hewlett explained that one 
of the detectives secured the cards at 
his request from a negro who formerly 
was in the employ of Attorney Sims. 
The two lawyers engaged in a lively 
battle of wits for fully half an hour. 
Attorney Sims’ testimony completely 
changed the complexion of the counter- 
charges that were being introduced by 
Lanford’s defense against Sergeant 
Roberts.

TOWNS WRECKED 
BY EARTHQUAKE 


Severe Shocks Felt in Cali-| 
fornia and Along Mexican 
Boundary Line — Several 
Deaths Reported. 


Los Angeles, June 22.—Several deaths 
are reported at Calexico; a town on the 
Mexican boundary line, as a result of 
an earthquake. 

Fires are reported to have started in 
some places. 

The extent of the damage is unknown. 
Telegraph and telephone wires were 


put out of commission. 

The high school at Brawley, a few 
miles north of El Centro, is said to have | 
been destroyed by the shock. 

Considerable damage was reported 
El Centro. 

Later reports from the Imperial val- 
ley state that two distinct shocks were 
felt at Brawley and as far east as 
Yuma, Ariz., on the Mexican border. 

The first shock occurred at 8 o'clock 
and continued for about a minute. The 
sea@nd, an hour later, lasted forty-five 
seconds. 

The only damage reported 
Brawley is the wrecking of the 
school, the finest building in the 
ley. 

Several fires are 
been started in Calexico, 
shocks were more frequent 
it is reported. 

The first shock caused an explosion 
near the Holton Power company at El 
Centro. One building was burned to 
the ground and other damage was done. 

It is difficult to get information be- 
cause of the interruption of telephone 
and telegraph communication. The 
entire Imperial valley, comprising sev- 
eral hundred square miles, is in dark- 
ness.

THE CASE OF THE U-29. 


The German mind pursues a somewhat 
curious process of reasoning, as illustrated 
in the case of the sinking of the German sub- 
U-29. The British admiralty has 
advised merchantmen to attempt to ram 
German submarines as a means of self- 
protection. Germany contends,.according to 


\press dispatches, that in pursuit‘of this ad- 


ivice, a merchantman rammed the *U-29, 
‘causing it to sink, with the loss of itg crew 
‘and the popular German hero, Captain Wed- 
dingen. Therefore, Germans argue, that 
‘country cannot afford to accede to the de- 
mands of the United States in connection 
with the Lusitania incident, to conduct its 
submarine warfare in accordance with the 
prescribed rules of civilized nations, to the 
extent of the protection of the lives of 
neutrals. 

This igs but another means of attempting 
to justify the sinking of the Lusitania with 
its extensive loss of neutral life, regardless 
of whether she was armed or not. It would 
look. as if Germany, seeing she can no longer 
hope to hold out before the world the claim 
'that the Lusitania carried mounted guns, 
is floundering around for some other excuse. 
| So her advisers contend that since’ merchant- 
men, which are the prey of her submarines, 


are advised to defend themselves, she is 
| justified in departing from the rules of civ- 
jlized warfare and in the slaughter of neu- 
trails, the citizens 
should they happen to get in the way.

naturally do, though unarmed, and regard- 
less of advice, are matters with which it is 
not apparent the United States have any- 
thing whatever to do. If a man, in violation 
of law, fires upon another and kills a third 
party, he is equally guilty of murder as if 
he had killed the man intended. It does 
not alter the case if the man fired upon 
seeks lawfully to defend himself. The at- 
tack itself being illegal, the result becomes 
a crime within the grade prescribed by law. 
If Germany violates international law in her 
method of warfare by taking or jeopardiz- 
ing the lives of non-combatants or neutrals, 
the fact that the merchant vessel attacked 
attempts what defense is in her power, 
cannot justify the illegal act. 

Whatever advice may have been given 
and whatever defense may be attempted by 
a merchantman under attack, can have no 
bearing on our position regarding the Lusi- 
tania and similar cases. Rather would it 
appear that Germany's argument upon this 
point is something of a bluff, while her 
true position is probably that expressed by 
Count Reventlow, the ardent:German mili- 
tary critic, in the following statement: 

It is a moral duty to extract every 
nossible advantage from the submarine 
weapon. Germany cannot let this weapon 
be shut up as in a cage whose bars are 
formed by threatening notes of the 
United States and by international regu- 
lations. 

It will be apparent from this that the 
real German attitude and purpose is to presg 
her method of reprisal regardless of inter- 
national law and the rights of neutrals. We 
say the German attitude in the sense of 
opinion expressed by leading German writ- 
ers, for until Germany has replied to our 
note officially we can only judge from such 


expressions. 

The reports from Germany relative to 
that country’s viewpoint, based on the sink: 
ing of the U-29, are the most disquieting 
since our second note was dispatched. We 
shall continue to hopé for a reasonable and 
satisfying reply, but it cannot be ignored 
that Germany is attempting, at least in a 
semi-official way, to shift the burden of her 
unlawful warfare has 
persistently done since she began it. Even 
admitting the possible error of the British 
claim that the U-29 was sunk by an English 
warship, we cannot see where the German

French investors have been noted as the 
most prudent in the whole world. They take 
fewer risks with their money than Others 
and they are content with a smaller rate of 
income. First of all, they demand safety. 
It is highly significant, therefore, at this time 
that French owners of Pennsylvania rai]- 
road bonds have not only sent those bonds 
here for safe keeping, but request that their 
interest be paid in Whiladelphia instead of 
in Paris. Here is a case of money fleeing 
from the wrath of war. 

Taxation,.in Europe is growing almost to 
the point of confiscation. Wealth is burdened 
with a heavier load than it has Sten sin 
pelled to carry in France since the days of 
the revolution. Over the whole continent 
looms the spectre of a colossal repudiation 
of the national debts contracted during this 
orgy of destruction. It seems only natural 
that French as well as other European in- 
vestors should put their available capital 
in the United States and keep it here. We 
have already witnessed the phenomenon of 
the world’s most gigantic war and its failure 
to induce any stupendous liquidation of 
American’securities owned in Europe. Every- 
where the reason is the same as in France— 
the people prefer to save something from 
the wreck of war and the fearful onsloughts 
of the tax collector.
